COUP ISN'T S0 POPULAR.

WHITNEY'S

The General Dispraiton Among Members of Congress
Is te Go Slow,

War talk of the jingo style at Washing-
ton seems to be rapidly cooling off, the sen-
sational reports of insults to the American
flag and outrages to Americun ecitizens not
having been yet confirmed. The general
opinion now is declared to be that the whole
thing has been a tempest in a teapot.

ISPECIAL TELEGMAN TO THE DIEPATCN.

Wasnmxcrox, January 20.—The Sa-
moan flurry, which nothing else ageravated
so much as the poblished lettors of Seore-
tary Whitney, asking the State Department
to define its policy, has cooled down consid-
erably, and there is pow- evident a disposi-
tion 1o wait further information and see if,
after all, there is cause for war talk, and if
the country has not been making s fool of
itself for the last week or two, in nssuming
on very small grounds that there was cause
for war between the United States and Ger-
many.

There iz no further talk of the resigonation
of any member of the Cabinet. Mr. Whit-
ney has put himselt on record as being en-
tirely opposed to Secretary Bayard in this
guestion, but this is not the first time the
voung New Yorker has been opposed to the
msture publicist from Delaware, and the
latter looks upon the antagonism of the
fnrm(':r with & great deal of equanimity, be-
lieving that be knows better than Mr.
Whitney the ground upon wkich he is
treading, and that when all the facts are
kvown, and all o! the agreement between
the United States and Germany and Great
Britain brought to light, the public verdict
will be in his favor.

JINGO TALK ALL COOLED OFF,

The pgeneral disposition among members
of Congress is to go slow. Upon the spurot
the first reports there was a great deal of
jingo talk sbout war. That has all cooled
off, and the coup of Secretary Whitney does
not get pear so much applause as it would
if it had been accomplished & week apo,

Han. John Daleell said to-day to the cor-
respondent of THE IDispatcs: “1 don't
se¢ how anvone can form an opinien on the
information we have before us. Of counse,
it looks as though it were somewhut import-
ant 'lmt the autonomy of the Samoan group
ehould be preserved, but just how far the
nprecment riween lhe countries involved
goes in that direction, 1 huve no mesus of
knowing, It wounld seem from the reporis
that Gepman subjects have been gailty of
outrages agninst the natives and agninst the
Awerican flug and Awmericand citizens, but
we do not know that the Germsn Govern-
meut is responsible for them. In fact, we
are very much in the dark in regard to the
entire guesiion, and cannot reasonably be
expected to resch an intelligent conclusion
until we ure better informed.

A TEMFEST IN A TEAPOT.

Hon. Thomes M. Davyne exvpressed him-
self in a very similar vein, going somewhat
further touching the bone of contention.
“1t seems, in its most serious phase," said
he, “tn be something of a tempest in a tea-
pot. The islunds have s very small area,
not capable of affording subsistence to more
than a few thousand people, und of very
little smportance otherwise. 1 don't attach
&ny importance to them as u conling station.
We can get plenty of coaling stations with-
out them, and we ought never to have got
ourselves into the muddle, O oourse,
if ontrages have been committed against
the flug and agninst Ameorican citizens,
we should and will demand reparation, and
Germany will doubtless do the proper thing
without any eoercion. As to the Monroe
doctrine, that is so much of & humbug, in
view of existing facts, that I do not see how
anxbody can lug it into this question. We
are ready to go to war with & fortxzu
conatry for attempting to set up its rule

over a few little worthless islands in the
South Pacific, thonsands of miles distant
from {In.- neurest point on the eoast of the

United Siates, while we recognize the do-
winion of a foreizn power dver Cunada, and
treat with herand wrangle over international

questions with Great Pritain about her.

STRAIGHTENING TITLES,

The Triconial Asscassment n Very Goeod
Thing in More Ways Than One—Tax
Liens Yory Hard to Trace.

Whether Senator Newmyer's bill will
or will not afford relief in the matter of tax
liens, there is evidently great necessity
tor a reform of some kind.

Mr. John Kellr, of William A. Herron
& Sons, says the uncertainty resulting from
the present chaos is such as to give real
estate dealers much trouble. He cited case
after case. For instance, sOme years ago, &
man npamed Ogilvie bought four lots in
Homestead. They were assessed in so many
diflerent names that it was impossible to
find just where they stood, uuul they came
to be eold for taxes. Said Mr. Kelly:

“Hulf the taxes Wwe pay are assessed to
wrong names, 85 50 mMany transfers are not
regisgered. The sssessors are not to blame,
as they must go by the light they ha\-e
Sheriff's deeds may not be recarded any-
where excopt in the Prothonotary’s office.
They may neverreach the City Register’s of-
fice, us to record them costs $2 25 and
some people will not pay that to have them
recorded.

“Thea aguain trust- estates are not re-
corided. ln many cases also property is
owned by a wife and assessed in the name of
her husband, and vice versa, so that a law-
ver cannot aiwm-s trace title, no matter how
painstuking or conscientious he may be.

“There was a vast amount of trouble eon-
cerning some Forbes streot property, and all
becnuse 20 feet had been released. The
trouble was to find what particular 20 fect
had been relessed.

“The present triennial assessmeat is doing
much to straighten matters out, owing to
the excitement it occasions, awakening Eeo—
ple to the necessity of knowing just where
they stand. "

Mr. Kelly referred to the municipal liens
agaiost property under the Penn avenue act,
stating that setilement was made with the
City Attorney, but so far as he could find,
there was no statement of it in the eat.imne
of receipts in the financial budget.

Controller Morrow expluins that it is in-
cluded in the $60,000 reported by the City
Attorney. It comes ina lump. Should
the howl in regard to increased assessments
and the unusoal scratiny it provokes tend
to the simplification of ihe taxing problem,
the excess of valustion may not be an un-
mixed evil.

The discussion on this bill to fores the
revival of tax liens every five years will not
down, and some people insist that Mr. Lam-
bie must have gone off prematurely in
Council, without having thought the sub-
ject over. Judge Fetterman's attention
was called to Mr. Lambie's remarks, and
Mr. Fetterman stated that as he understood
the bill it would not affect the Penn avenue
liens. Further, he called attention to the
fuct that the city had an attorney to attend
to 1ts business and that he might be expeeted
to take cure of its interest, sud it would be
but little trouble for him to keep the matter
of the Penn avenue liens in view, if thev
were included. But the trouble, he stated,
was not with these liens. It came through
the Delinguent Tax Collector’s office and
the bill would close a very wide door for
fraud. There is nothing to prevent & rascal
from buying a picee of property and having
itassessed in some other person’s name, and as
the law now stands it might run so for years.
He could then morigage or sell the property
and the title examiner would not ﬁmi.e
liens against ti.e property from the mmple
fact that they had Lccn filed ngainst an-
other person and the seller's deed o
all right. The Delingnent Tax Oorector
does not collert street improvement tames,
so that the trouble complained of does not
cowe from them.
